TO  GIVE  GRADUATION  ADDRESS 


Mr.  Eames  has  recently  announced  that 
President  Kenneth  C.  M.  Sills  of  Bowdoin 
College  will  be  the  speaker  at  the  graduation 
exercises  at  the  1 70th  Commencement  of  Gov- 
ernor Dummer  Academy.  President  Sills  has 
been  associated  with  Bowdoin  since  1896,  be- 
ing a  graduate  in  the  class  of  1901.  After  two 
years  of  graduate  work  at  Harvard  and  at 
Columbia  he  returned  to  Bowdoin  as  an  in- 
structor in  English  in  1903.  He  became  Dean 
of  the  college  in  1910,  acting  President  in 
1917,  and  President  in  1918.  He  is  a  member 
of  Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Delta  Kappa  Epsilon, 
and  of  a  number  of  clubs  and  learned  societies. 
Maine,  Bates,  Dartmouth,  and  Colby  have 
conferred  honorary  degrees  upon  him. 

At  the  same  time  Mr.  Eames  announced 
that  the  Reverend  William  G.  Thayer,  retired 
head  of  St.  Mark's,  will  deliver  the  bac- 
calaureate address  on  Sunday,  June  third. 
The  Reverend  Carroll  Perry  of  Ipswich,  a 
member  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  will  act  as 
toastmaster  at  the  annual  alumni  dinner  on 
Friday,  June  ninth.  Other  speakers  on  that 
evening  will  be  Dr.  Allan  Winter  Rowe, 
Director  of  Research  at  the  Evans  Memorial 
Hospital  and  President  of  the  Alumni  Asso- 
ciation of  the  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Tech- 
nology, and  Dr.  George  E.  Vincent,  an  ex- 
President  of  the  University  of  Minnesota  and 
of  the  Rockefeller  Foundation  of  New  York.

Hibbard  Paintings  Now  on  Exhibition 

At  the  present  time  the  school  has  an  un- 
usually fine  exhibition  of  paintings  by  Aldro 
T.  Hibbard.  Although  Mr.  Hibbard's  studio 
is  at  Rockport,  a  majority  of  the  paintings  be- 
ing exhibited  are  snow  scenes  of  the  Vermont 
mountains. 

Mr.  Hibbard  is  numbered  among  the  fore- 
most of  contemporary  American  landscape 
painters.  Many  of  his  paintings  now  being 
shown  at  school  were  members  of  his  recent 
exhibition  at  the  Guild  of  Boston  Artists.  In 
reviewing  his  exhibition  the  Boston  Herald 
said: 

"No  one  has  yet  been  more  successful  in 
representing  fresh  white  snow  with  sure,  crisp 
brush  strokes  than  this  artist.  His  hall  marks 
are  unmistakable;  streams  flow  between  rocks 
coated  with  a  foot  thick  layer  of  icing;  bands 
of  warm  hued  leafless  trees  outline  or  criss- 
cross the  contours  of  his  mountains;  and  his 
skies,  of  brilliant  blues  and  greens,  are 
splashed  with  turbulent  rushing  clouds." 

It  is  interesting  to  know  that  Mr.  Hibbard 
is  an  excellent  baseball  player.  His  pictures 
will  remain  at  the  school  until  May  17th,  at 
which  time  they  will  be  replaced  by  a  group 
of  paintings  by  Charles  H.  Woodbury. 

It  is  expected  that  there  will  be  on  display 
from  May  1st  to  17th  a  group  of  etchings  by 
Frank  W.  Benson.

MEMBERS  OF  SKETCHING  CLASS 


Two  competitions  have  recently  been  an- 
nounced for  members  of  the  sketching  class.

COPY  OF  BOOKPLATE  OF 

JEREMIAH  DUMMER  PRE- 
SENTED BY  MR.  ELDRED 


Mr.  Calvin  Eldred  of  Dedham,  father  of 
the  senior  of  that  name  and  already  the  don- 
or of  several  interesting  gifts,  has  recently 
added  to  their  number  a  copy  of  the  book- 
plate of  Jeremiah  Dummer,  brother  of  the 
Lieutenant  Governor.  The  bookplate  con- 
sists of  the  Dummer  Coat  of  Arms  with  the 
name  "Jer.  Dummer"  and  below  that  in  smal- 
ler script  the  Latin  phrase  "Anglus  Ameri- 
canus."  In  commenting  on  the  bookplate, 
Mr.  Eldred  said  in  a  letter  which  accompanied 
the  gift: 

"It  is  of  the  armorial  type  and  the  Jacob- 
ean style,  and  probably  belonged  to  Jeremiah, 
the  brother  of  William  the  Lieut.  Governor, 
and  son  of  Jeremiah,  the  silversmith.  He 
signed  his  name  with  the  abbreviation,  possi- 
bly to  distinguish  it  from  his  father's.  The 
Dummer  Coat  of  Arms  was  granted  by  the 
Earl  Marshall  in  1711,  and  the  son  was  in 
England  at  about  that  time.  The  son  born 
in  America  and  returning  to  England  might 
logically  take  the  title  Anglus  Americanus. 
Finally  if  the  plate  belonged  to  the  father 
he  would  naturally  have  executed  it  himself, 
being  an  expert  silversmith,  but  this  is  not 
indicated  by  the  quality  of  the  work." 

Mr.  Eldred's  letter  contained  also  some  in- 
teresting information  about  the  service  per- 
formed by  the  younger  Jeremiah  in  connec- 
tion with  the  founding  of  Yale  University. 

In  another  letter  Mr.  Eldred  recently  men- 
tioned a  forthcoming  book  which  will  be  of 
interest  to  those  who  are  interested  in  the 
Dummer  family.  It  is  by  Hermann  C.  Clarke 
who  has  recently  published  a  book  on  John 
Coney  Silver.  The  new  one  will  be  on  Jere- 
miah Dummer,  the  silversmith,  and  Mr.  El- 
dred expects  that  "his  treatment  of  the  Dum- 
mer family  will  be  very  fine."

The  Academy  has  had  a  number  of  ex- 
ceptionally fine  speakers  at  the  Sundav  even- 
ing services  recentlv,  and  Mr.  Allen  has  an- 
nounced some  excellent  ones  for  the  coming 
weeks.  Mr.  Frank  William  Cushwa,  Odlin 
Professor  of  English  at  Exeter  Academy,  will 
be  the  speaker  this  Sunday.    Next  week  Mr. 


Grenville  Benedict  of  Andover  will  make  his 
third  visit  to  the  Academy;  and  on  May  14 
the  Reverend  Roger  Bennett  of  Framingham 
Centre,  formerly  Chaplain  of  St.  George's  will 
address  the  students. 

Mr.  Peabody  Discusses  Evidences  of 
Divine  Purpose  in  Universe 
On  March  12  the  Reverend  Arthur  Pea- 
body  of  Newburyport  brought  to  the  school  a 
message  which  he  said  was  not  news  but  a  re- 
newal of  old  truths.  The  theme  of  his  talk 
was  the  ever  present  power  of  God.  Mr.  Pea- 
body  said  that  men  are  inclined  to  think  that 
things  happen  either  according  to  a  fixed  rule 
or  by  chance,  neglecting  the  evidence  of  divine 
purpose.  He  pointed  out  that  men  have  ex- 
plored the  workings  of  the  solar  system  and 
of  the  atom  and  found  that  the  infinitesimal 
electrons  and  protons  which  make  up  the  lat- 
ter move  according  to  the  same  plan  as  do 
the  planets.  We  may,  he  said,  call  this 
chance;  but  he  pointed  out  that  when  we 
come  into  a  room  and  discover  the  letters  of 
an  anagram  set  arranged  to  form  words,  we 
do  not  say  that  the  wind  happened  to  drop 
them  in  that  order  but  that  some  intelligent 
being  has  arranged  them.  Likewise  it  is  logi- 
cal to  believe  that  there  is  an  intelligent  pur- 
pose in  the  laws  which  govern  the  electron, 
the  planet,  and  the  life  of  man. 

Mr.  Billings  Has  Faith  in  Youth 

The  Reverend  Mr.  Thomas  H.  Billings  of 
Salem,  spoke  to  the  school  very  briefly  on 
Sunday  night,  April  ninth.  Mr.  Billings  spoke 
in  an  informal  and  easy  way,  opening  with  a 
discussion  of  the  early  Puritan  founders  of 
the  first  church  in  Salem.  These  people,  con- 
trary to  the  general  impression  of  them,  were 
very  young,  none  of  them  being  over  thirty. 
Mr.  Billings  told  how  the  poverty  and  evil 
conditions  around  their  ancestral  homes 
caused  them  to  move  to  a  new  country 
"where  the  will  of  God  could  be  done."  The 
startling  fact  is  that  those  conditions  may  be 
compared  to  the  present  day,  when  the  fear 
of  war  hangs  over  Europe  and  there  are  fif- 
teen million  unemployed  in  our  own  country. 
These  are  terrible  conditions  and  many  have 
given  up  hope,  said  Mr.  Billings,  but  he  per- 
sonally has  confidence  in  the  strength  of  the 
generation  now  being  educated  to  meet  these 
problems  and  solve  them  as  successfully  as 
the  young  people  who  founded  his  church  over 
two  hundred  years  ago  solved  theirs. 

Mr.   McCartney  Discusses  Basic 
Principles  of  Philosophy 
Mr.  Henry  R.  McCartney,  pastor    of    the 
Byfield  Parish  Church  and  a  loyal  friend  of 
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the  Academy,  was  the  vesper  speaker  on  April 
16.  Mr.  McCartney  chose  to  discuss  the 
meaning  of  philosophy,  first  explaining  that 
there  were  two  general  divisions  of  his  sub- 
ject, the  technical  aspect  of  philosophy  and 
the  basic  principles. 

He  first  reminded  his  hearers  of  the  wonder- 
ful sense  of  direction  that  is  instinctive  with 
all  animals.  In  man,  he  said,  there  should  be 
the  counterpart  of  that  instinct;  but  it  should 
take  the  form  of  always  knowing  toward  what 
we  wish  to  progress  and  also  knowing  when 
we  are  on  the  right  path.  The  second  point 
he  epitomized  in  the  saying,  "Don't  be  silly!" 
neaning  that  one  should  always  act  according 
to  his  character,  and  avoid  actions  which  are 
incongruent  and  hence  make  him  appear  silly. 
In  summing  up  he  said  that  to  be  a  true  phi! 
osopher  one  need  only  keep  his  bearings  and 
act  according  to  his  character. 

Ex-President  Pease  of  Amherst 
Discusses  Provincialism 

On  April  23  ex-President  Arthur  S.  Pease  of 
Amherst  College,  now  a  Professor  of  Classics 
at  Harvard,  spoke  on  the  subject  of  provincial- 
ism. He  explained  that  a  provincial  person  is 
not  necessarily  one  who  lives  in  the  provinces, 
or  as  we  would  say  "in  the  sticks",  but  is  one 
who  lacks  the  imagination  to  see  that  there  are 
other  ways  of  life  than  his  own.  Speaking  of 
cures,  he  mentioned  travel  and  reading;  but 
he  warned  that  neither  is  a  certain  cure,  for 
one  may  travel  extensively,  like  a  package  of 


merchandise  shipped  in  bond  from  one  country 
to  another,  and  return  unchanged.  Likewise 
one  may  read  extensively,  and  unless  he  makes 
a  definite  effort  to  acquire  new  points  of  view, 
he  is  likely  to  remain  unchanged.  On  the  other 
hand  Emmanuel  Kant,  he  said,  never  traveled 
more  than  forty  miles  from  his  birthplace,  but 
he  made  such  good  use  of  his  imagination 
that  he  was  a  founder  of  scientific  geography. 
Professor  Pease  recognized  several  distinct 
kinds  of  provincialism, — of  time,  of  place,  of 
social  class,  and  finally  of  religion.  The  latter, 
he  said,  is  the  most  dangerous;  and  he  con- 
cluded by  quoting  the  passage  in  which 
Christ  spoke  to  the  Samaritan  woman  when 
he  discovered  that  she  could  not  reconcile  his 
teachings  with  the  form  of  her  religion:  "God 
is  a  spirit  and  must  be  worshipped  in  spirit 
and  in  truth." 


ATLANTIC  MONTHLY  EDITOR 

DESCRIBES  HIS  EXPERIENCES 


On  Saturday  evening,  April  eighth,  Mr. 
Edward  Weeks  of  the  Atlantic  Monthly  Press 
inaugurated  the  spring  entertainment  schedule 
with  a  very  interesting  account  of  his  work, 
which  he  said  was  divided  into  three  parts. — 
writing  letters,  reading  manuscripts  submitted 
for  publication,  and  seeing  and  talking  with 
authors. 

Reading  the  manuscripts  submitted  is,  he 
said,  the  most  fatiguing  part  of  the  work. 
Amateur  writers  are  often  suspicious    of  the 
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thoroughness  with  which  their  offerings  are 
read,  but  Mr.  Weeks  said  that  every  editor 
is  so  fearful  of  refusing  something  that  an- 
other publisher  will  make  a  best  seller  that 
he  gives  every  book  or  story  a  fair  reading. 
Nevertheless  many  such  boners  have  been 
made,  and  Mr.  Weeks  named  a  number  of 
well  known  books  that  his  own  firm  had  re- 
fused to  their  chagrin.  The  letters  an  editor 
writes  occupy  a  great  share  of  his  time,  for 
even  when  he  refuses  a  manuscript,  Mr.  Weeks 
said,  it  is  necessary  for  an  editor  to  do  so  in 
such  a  way  that  the  author  will  be  inclined 
to  continue  offering  his  work.  Approximately 
one  half  of  the  material  printed  in  the  Atlantic 
Monthly  is  selected  from  the  thousands  of 
articles  and  stories  submitted;  the  remainder 
is  written  to  order  for  the  editors  by  people 
who  are  asked  to  write  on  given  topics.  Such 
orders  call  for  much  more  correspondence  and 
also  for  a  great  deal  of  the  interviewing  which 
makes  up  a  third  part  of  an  editor's  work. 

The  greatest  proportion  of  the  latter  work, 
however,  is  in  connection  with  books  which 
are  being  written  to  be  published  by  the  press 
in  book  form.  Mr.  Weeks  described  at  length 
the  many  details  which  an  editor  is  forced  to 
consider  in  order  to  get  his  books  finished  on 
time  and  in  order  to  keep  the  author  doing 
his  best  work.  He  told  of  one  woman  who 
had  been  so  annoyed  by  petty  bills  and 
pecuniary  worries  that  her  work  suffered  dis- 
astrously until  her  publisher  undertook  to 
have  all  her  ordinary  bills  paid  for  her  and  to 
pay  her  a  regular  monthly  stipend.  Then  she 
could  again  devote  her  whole  attention  to  her 
work,  and  again  she  became  a  success  from 
the  publisher's  point  of  view. 

Lincoln  Letter  Hoax  Makes 
Interesting  Story 

Perhaps  the  most  interesting  single  experi- 
ence described  by  Mr.  Weeks  was  in  connec- 
tion with  the  spurious  Lincoln  letters  which 
a  group  of  persons  attempted  to  sell  to  the 
Atlantic.  The  paper  for  the  letters  was  taken 
from  the  fly  leaves  of  books  of  the  proper 
date  and  skillfully  treated  to  reproduce  the 
discoloration  and  cracking  associated  with  old 
letters.  It  is  unknown  what  material  was 
used  for  ink,  but  chemists  were  unable  to  de- 
tect the  forgery  by  that  method.  The  writing 
was  also  a  carefully  executed  forgery.  The 
letters  purported  to  be  love  letters  which 
passed  between  Lincoln  and  Anne  Rutledge. 
They  were  offered  to  the  Atlantic  Monthly 
apparently  in  the  hope  that  if  the  editors  ac- 
cepted them  as  genuine,  their  authenticity 
would  be  established  and  they  might  be  sold 


to  a  museum  or  a  private  collector.  The  story 
of  how  they  had  been  preserved  and  found 
was  a  plausible  one,  and  since  no  indication 
of  forgery  could  be  found,  the  Atlantic  printed 
the  first  installment  of  them.  Then  came  a 
deluge  of  letters  from  critics  raising  innumer- 
able questions  and  asking  for  proof.  Finally 
the  fraud  was  detected  when  it  was  found  that 
some  of  the  letters  were  dated  from  a  town- 
ship in  Kansas  bearing  a  number  which  had 
never  been  assigned.  The  perpetrators  of 
the  fraud  could  not,  however,  be  convicted. 


TUFTS  INSTRUCTOR  ADDRESSES 

STUDENTS  AT  EVENING  MEETING 


Mr.  Robert  Leslie  Nichols,  an  instructor  in 
the  geology  department  at  Tufts  College  spoke 
brieflly  at  the  evening  meeting  on  April  13.  Mr. 
Nichols  told  the  boys  that  the  chief  thing  they 
should  hope  to  find  in  college  is  inspiration. 
He  told,  as  an  example,  of  a  party  of  explor- 
ers who  were  collecting  scientific  data  in  the 
ice  fields  north  of  Norway.  The  return  trip 
proved  extremely  hazardous;  but  although  the 
men  lost  their  lives,  they  protected  the  data 
that  they  had  collected  and  stored  it  in  such 
a  way  that  it  was  found  by  the  rescue  party. 
Their  zeal  in  the  search  of  knowledge,  Mr. 
Nichols  said,  was  traceable  to  the  influence  of 
various  teachers  in  the  colleges  where  they 
had  been  educated.  Such  inspiration  to  ac- 
complish worthwhile  things  in  some  field 
should,  he  concluded,  be  the  heritage  of  every 
college  graduate;  and  every  student  should  do 
his  work  from  day  to  day  in  such  a  manner 
that  when  he  finds  his  calling  he  will  not  be 
handicapped  by  past  neglect. 


FENCING  TEAM  BLANKED 

BY  HARVARD  FRESHMEN 


On  Saturday  afternoon,  March  11,  the 
Governor  Dummer  fencing  team,  composed  of 
Harmon  Hall,  and  John  Hinchman  as  number 
one  and  number  two,  respectively,  and  War- 
ren Johnson,  Hugo  Poisson,  and  Drew  King 
alternating  as  number  three,  was  defeated  by 
the  Harvard  freshmen  at  Cambridge,  9 — 0. 

The  Harvard  team,  which  has  had  the  ad- 
vantage of  frequent  practice  matches  with  the 
Harvard  varsity  team,  has  a  wide  reputation 
for  smoothness  and  skill.  The  Governors 
failed  to  win  a  bout,  but  nevertheless  acquitted 
themselves  creditably.  John  Hinchman's  final 
bout  went  to  5 — 4,  and  he  narrowly  missed 
spoiling  the  Harvard  record. 
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COLONEL  FURLONG  TELLS  OF 

ADVENTURES  IN  PATAGONIA 


On  Saturday,  April  15,  Colonel  C.  Welling- 
ton Furlong  made  his  third  appearance  at  the 
school  in  successive  years.  His  topic  this  year 
was  "Adventuring  in  Patagonia,"  and  he  man- 
aged to  make  his  talk  both  entertaining  and 
instructive. 

He  began  by  describing  the  country  which 
he  had  set  out  to  explore,  a  long  section  of 
the  eastern  coast  of  South  America  presenting 
innumerable  contrasts  in  climate  and  in  ap- 
pearance but  in  general  varying  from  a  tropical 
country  in  the  north  to  an  Antarctic  one  in 
the  south,  from  vast  plains  in  the  east  to  high 
mountains  in  the  west. 

He  illustrated  his  story  of  the  dangerous 
and  often  uncomfortable  passage  across  the 
arid  and  windy  pampas  and  into  the  moun- 
tains with  many  slides  showing  the  people  he 
encountered  and  the  country  which  he  trav- 
ersed. One  particularly  striking  one  was  of 
a  waterfall  two  and  one  half  miles  long;  an- 
other was  of  a  lake  at  the  foot  of  a  mountain 
glacier.  In  the  latter  picture  there  was  addi- 
tional interest  in  that  in  the  foreground  was 
a  Swampscott  built  dory  which  Colonel  Fur- 
long had  had  built  and  shipped  to  a  rancher 
named  Cottle  who  had  entertained  him  dur- 
ing his  journey. 


BASEBALL  TEAM  FACES 

A  DIFFICULT  SCHEDULE 


The  Governors'  baseball  team  faces  an  un- 
usually difficult  schedule  this  season,  meeting 
such  well  known  teams  as  Andover,  Exeter, 
Milton,  Thayer,  Deerfield,  Groton,  Belmont 
Hill,  Lawrence,  and  Moses  Brown  before  the 
final  game  with  the  alumni  nine  on  Com- 
mencement day.  The  last  six  games  of  the 
season,  beginning  with  the  Deerfield  game  on 
May  13,  will  be  at  home. 

Despite  the  difficulty  of  the  schedule,  the 
coaches  expect  a  successful  season.  Of  last 
year's  first  team  only  Louis  Sumner,  Zigmund 
Rogers,  Jose  Beola,  and  Spencer  Curry  are 
available;  but  David  Fulton,  Perry  Reynolds, 
John  Hinchman,  and  other  members  of  last 
year's  second  team  have  developed  enough  to 
be  serious  candidates  for  positions,  and  a 
number  of  new  boys  have  also  reported.  Al- 
together Mr.  Eames  has  two  or  more  candi- 
dates for  nearly  every  position.  The  battery, 
which  is  under  the  immediate  supervision  of 
Mr.  Reagan,  probably  will  be  Roland  Gill, 
pitcher,  and  Jose  Beola,  catcher.  Spencer 
Curry,  who  took  over  the  pitching  assignment 


in  many  games  last  year,  will  also  be  available, 
as  will  Minot  Shaw,  who  is  otherwise  a  can- 
didate for  first  base.  David  Fulton  will  be 
the  relief  catcher. 

The  team  has  not  yet  had  enough  practise 
to  make  it  safe  to  estimate  its  batting 
strength,  but  it  seems  probable  that  the  1933 
team  will  be  as  strong  as  the  1932  team  in 
that  respect.

June     9     Alumni  Team  (pend.)  home 
Governors  Drop  Opening  Game 
to  Roxbury  Latin  Nine,  6 — 5 

After  being  forced  to  cancel  their  first  two 
games  because  of  bad  weather  and  a  wet  field, 
the  Governors  opened  the  baseball  season  on 
Saturday,  April  22,  when  they  dropped  a  six 
to  five  decision  to  the  Roxbury  Latin  School 
team  on  Morse  Field. 

Roland  Gill  pitched  the  full  eight  innings 
for  the  Governors,  being  credited  with  eleven 
strike-outs.  In  the  outfield  Mr.  Eames  made 
a  number  of  replacements  during  the  game, 
apparently  not  yet  being  convinced  that  he 
has  found  the  best  possible  combination  of 
the  available  material.  Jose  Beola  did  all  the 
catching;  and  Minot  Shaw  at  first,  Louis 
Sumner  at  second,  Otis  Kerr  at  short,  and 
Bob  Sommer  at  third  also  played  the  full 
game. 

Most  of  the  scoring  occurred  in  the  first 
and  third  innings.  Each  team  gathered  two 
runs  in  the  first,  but  Roxbury  took  the  lead 
by  forcing  across  three  to  the  Governors'  two 
in  the  third.  Going  into  the  last  half  of  the 
seventh,  scheduled  to  be  the  final  inning,  the 
Governors  still  trailed  by  one  run.  David 
Fulton,  substituting  in  the  outfield,  strength- 
ened his  claim  to  a  place  on  the  team  by 
smashing  out  a  long  double  over  the  bank  in 
left  center,  advancing  to  third  on  Sommer's 
sacrifice,  and  scoring  the  tying  run  on  Kerr's 
single.  An  error  and  a  hit  gave  Roxbury  an- 
other run  in  the  eighth,  and  the  Governors 
were  unable  to  score  in  their  half. 
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LET  THERE  BE  LIGHT 


Proof  of  the  fact  that  one  does  not  appre- 
ciate what  seem  to  be  everyday  accessories 
until  he  is  forced  to  get  along  without  them 
was  recently  given  at  Governor  Dummer.  The 
electric  connections  were  severed  early  in  the 
morning  of  April  13;  and  from  that  time  un- 
til after  ten  on  the  following  evening  the 
school  was  without  light,  and  the  paths  of 
learning  about  Governor  Dummer  were  murk- 
ily obscured.  Moreover  many  of  the  buildings 
were  without  heat  and  water,  and  there  was 
grave  danger  that  the  school  water  supply 
would  be  exhausted  before  more  could  be 
pumped  into  the  tank. 

Echoing  a  conviction  that  was  by  that  time 
pretty  widespread  if  not  so  well  worded,  Mr. 
Eames  read  at  an  evening  meeting  a  selection 
from  Stuart  Chase's  Men  and  Machines  in 
which  the  author  asserts  that  we  are  rapidly 
becoming  dependent  on  technicians  for  our 
very  existence  and  that  a  hundred  key  men 
could  so  interrupt  the  transportation  and 
communication  systems  of  any  city  that  the 
inhabitants  would  "crawl  screaming  to  drink 
the  scum  on  the  salt  water  tides"  before 
amateurs  could  repair  the  damage. 

Fortunately  conditions  did  not  reach  that 
stage  at  Governor  Dummer,  but  at  least  we 
were  made  to  realize  our  dependence.  As  one 
boy  wrote  on  an  English  theme,  "The  first 
'candle  day'  was  a  lark;  the  second  was  a 
nuisance;  and  a  third  would  have  been  un- 
bearable.'- 


From  Frederick  S.  McVeigh,  a  graduate  of 
Governor  Dummer  in  the  class  of  1931,  the 
editor  has  gathered  the  information  for  the 
fifth  article  of  the  series  describing  the  activi- 
ties and  interests  of  former  students  who  are 
now  in  college.

Phil  was  outstanding  on  the  freshman  football, 
basketball,  and  baseball  teams  last  year,  win- 
ning his  numerals  in  each  sport.  You  prob- 
ably remember  how  well  he  and  Navins  played 
basketball  together  at  Governor  Dummer,  and 
how  well  he  did  in  football  and  baseball. 
(Phil  was  captain  of  the  Governors'  basketball 
team  in  1931)  This  year  he  played  brilliantly 
on  the  varsity  football  team  and  won  a  major 
letter.  He  made  the  only  touchdown  scored 
by  Williams  in  the  Williams-Amherst  game. 
(Mr.  and  Mrs.  Eames  and  several  Governor 
Dummer  students  who  were  visiting  Amherst 
saw  him  make  it.)  Phil  was  a  member  of 
Delta  Kappa  Epsilon.  I  cannot  tell  you  any- 
thing about  his  reasons  for  leaving. 

"Howard  J.  (Buster)  Navins,  '35,  won  his 
numerals  in  freshman  basketball  and  baseball. 
(Buster  was  captain  of  the  Governors'  baseball 
team  in  1931  and  high  scorer  on  the  basket- 
ball team.)  This  year  he  was  one  of  the  high 
scorers  on  the  varsity  basketball  team  where 
he  played  forward,  winning  his  letter.  He  is 
now  out  for  second  base  on  the  varsity  base- 
ball team  and  is  looking  good.  He,  too,  is  a 
member  of  the  Commons  Club. 

"I  was  on  the  freshman  cross  country  and 
track  teams  and  won  my  numerals  in  both. 
Last  fall  I  won  my  letter  as  a  member  of  the 
Varsity  cross  country  team,  and  this  spring 
I  am  again  out  for  the  track  team,  running 
the  mile  as  usual.  I  am  also  Assistant  Adver- 
tising Manager  of  The  Purple  Cow,  the  college 
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humorous  magazine,  and  am  in  a  competition 
for  Business  Manager  of  "Cap  and  Bells",  the 
other  dramatic  organization,  which  produces 
two  large  plays  a  year.  I  am  a  member  of  Phi 
Delta  Theta.  (At  Governor  Dummer  Fred 
was  Managing  Editor  of  The  Archon  and  a 
member  of  the  track  team  and  the  orchestra. 
He  graduated  in  1931.) 

"We  all  like  Williams  very,  very  much,  and 
are  having  a  good  time.

SKETCHING  CLASS  PROVES 

POPULAR  WITH  STUDENTS 


The  introduction  of  "Sketching"  into  the 
curriculum  of  Governor  Dummer  Academy 
this  year  is  a  most  unusual  step  for  a  boys' 
private  preparatory  school  to  take.  The  de 
mand  for  the  course  came  from  the  boys  them- 
selves, and  it  makes  an  interesting  story. 

Norris  Morey  Eames,  brother  of  the  Head- 
master, was  added  to  the  faculty  last  fall  to 
teach  mechanical  drawing.  His  hobby  is 
painting,  and  he  hung  the  walls  of  his  room 
with  his  own  work.  It  was  not  long  before 
these  paintings  attracted  the  attention  of  the 
boys,  and  numerous  questions  were  put  to  him 
daily.  When  he  called  an  informal  meeting 
one  day  of  those  interested  in  sketching, 
forty-five  boys — nearly  half  the  school — ■ 
gathered  in  the  kitchen  of  the  Mansion 
House. 

When  the  group  met  informally  with  the 
instructor  on  the  following  day,  equipped  with 
sketch  pads  and  drawing  pencils,  Mr.  Eames 
asked  them  to  draw  from  memory  in  two  min- 
utes a  picture  of  a  giraffe.  At  the  end  of  the 
time  he  surprised  them  by  darkening  the 
room  and  flashing  a  short  movie  on  the  screen 
which  pictured  a  giraffe  in  action.  Lights  were 
switched  on  and  another  attempt  at  the  draw- 
ing was  made.  The  boys  repeated  this  pro- 
cedure several  times,  studied  the  good  points 
of  each  sketch,  and  then  made  a  finished 
drawing  of  the  animal  from  memory.  In  an 
effort  to  arouse  self-criticism,  Mr.  Eames  as- 
sembled the  work  before  the  group  and  asked 
such  questions  as,  "Is  the  giraffe  alive?"  "Is 
he  walking  fast  or  slow?"  "Does  the  picture 
tell  the  story  which  the  boy  had  in  mind?" 

Moving  Pictures  Used  to  Train  Students 
in  Accurate  Observation 

The  use  of  moving  pictures  is  a  new  method 
in  art  teaching  which  has  been  put  into  suc- 
cessful operation  by  Charles  H.  Woodbury  of 
Boston,    winner    of    the    National    Academy 


award  this  winter.  It  is  an  excellent  way  to 
train  the  student  to  observe  closely  the  sub- 
ject matter,  and  to  seek  out  the  essentials 
which  are  necessary  to  tell  the  story.  It  is  an 
intermediate  step  between  inanimate  and  ani- 
mate subject  matter.  A  variety  of  films  have 
been  used  at  Governor  Dummer,  showing  var- 
ious sports,  animals,  buildings,  and  local 
scenes. 

The  interest  continued  to  grow,  and  it  was 
found  desirable  to  organize  a  formal  class  in 
art  work.  Consequently,  "Sketching"  was  in- 
troduced into  the  curriculum  as  an  elective 
subject.  The  term  "sketching"  was  chosen 
advisedly  because  the  word  "art"  seems  in  the 
minds  of  many  school  boys  to  belong  to  the 
feminine  gender.  Many  of  the  original  forty- 
five  volunteers  were  unable  to  enter  the  class 
because  of  heavy  programs  or  of  conflicts  in 
schedule,  but  there  were  still  enough  to  make 
necessary  the  organization  of  two  sections. 
The  beautiful  fall  weather  made  it  possible 
for  the  boys  to  work  outdoors,  making  sketch- 
es of  their  classmates  at  work  or  at  play,  and 
of  the  various  buildings  and  scenes  about  the 
campus. 

Introduction  of  Color  Supplies 
New  Interest 

At  the  end  of  the  Christmas  vacation  color 
was  introduced.  At  first  only  a  few  undertook 
to  work  in  the  new  medium  of  oil  colors,  but 
their  success  influenced  the  others  until  three- 
fourths  of  the  boys  had  provided  themselves 
with  paint  sets.  A  few  expressed  a  preference 
for  water  colors  and  pastels,  and  they  were 
encouraged  to  try  these  color  mediums.  The 
historic  old  Mansion  House  and  the  other 
buildings  of  the  Academy,  the  picturesque 
salt  marshes  bordering  the  campus,  and  the 
rugged  New  England  hills  in  the  surrounding 
country  provide  excellent  material  for  the 
work. 

In  painting,  Mr.  Eames  has  placed  the  em- 
phasis on  getting  the  right  relations  of  color 
rather  than  on  correct  drawing  of  details.  The 
class  has  been  taught  to  work  with  all  possible 
speed  outdoors  so  as  to  catch  the  fleeting 
changes  of  nature  caused  by  light  clouds,  ac- 
tion, and  wind. 

Mr.  Eames  became  aware  of  a  fundamental 
lack  of  composition,  and  to  offset  this  he  in- 
troduced linoleum  block  printing.  The  neces- 
sary press  and  equipment  were  set  up  and 
work  began  at  once.  The  mechanics  of  this 
medium  appealed  to  many  who  had  been  less 
successful  in  drawing  and  painting. 

The  time  which  the  students  have  had  to 
spend  on  their  art  work  has  necessarily  been 
limited  because  of  the  stiff   schedules    which 
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they  must  carry  to  prepare  themselves  for  en- 
trance to  college.  However,  there  are  usually 
a  number  of  spare  moments  at  odd  times  of 
the  day  which  go  to  waste.  Mr.  Eames  asks 
his  boys  to  carry  with  them  a  small  pocket 
sketch  book  and  to  make  use  of  every  free 
minute  of  time.  These  books  are  submitted 
to  the  instructor  periodically,  and  he  finds 
the  greatest  possible  variety  of  subject  mat- 
ter which  seems  to  have  been  of  interest  to  the 
boys. 

Exhibitions  Give  Inspiration  to 
Members  of  Class 

Exhibitions  have  a  valuable  place  in  de- 
veloping interest  in  art.  There  have  been  two 
showings  in  the  Noyes  Memorial  Library  of 
the  best  drawings  of  each  member  of  the  class, 
one  at  Thanksgiving  and  one  after  Christmas. 
In  addition,  there  was  an  exhibition  of  the 
first  attempts  at  block  printing.  Mr.  Eames 
plans  to  hold  a  series  of  exhibitions  this  spring 
of  the  work  of  artists  who  are  of  established 
merit.  Not  only  will  these  be  of  interest  to 
the  school  and  to  visitors,  but  they  will  be 
valuable  in  showing  the  sketching  class  how 
men  of  experience  handle  the  same  problems 
which  they  have  attempted  to  solve. 

Mr.  Eames,  who  is  a  graduate  of  Hamilton 
College,  '32,  has  studied  art  under  Gustave 
Cimiotte,  George  Pierce  Ennis,  and  Charles 
H.  Woodburv.  He  has  exhibited  in  Buffalo, 
N.  Y.;  Utica,  N.  Y.;  Clinton,  N.  Y.;  and 
Stowe,  Vt. 


BROOKS  CHOIR  SINGS  AT 

SATURDAY  ENTERTAINMENT 


On  Saturday,  April  22,  the  Brooks  School 
choir  gave  a  short  recital  at  Governor  Dum- 
mer. Twenty-one  boys  and  masters  sang  in 
the  choir  under  the  direction  of  Mr.  Frank 
Ashburn,  the  Headmaster.  Mr.  Ashburn  said 
he  thought  it  only  fair  to  themselves  to  an- 
nounce that  it  was  the  first  public  appearance 
of  the  newly  organized  choir,  but  their  sing- 
ing proved  to  be  of  a  quality  that  called  for 
no  apologies.  The  program  included  O  Sacred 
Head  Now  Wounded,  God  Be  in  My  Head, 
Netherlands  Folk  Song,  and  Prayer  of 
Thanksgiving.     All  were  well  done. 

On  this  occasion  a  new  arrangement  of  the 
gymnasium  proved  so  satisfactory  that  it  will 
probably  be  followed  in  future  Saturday  even- 
ing entertainments.  A  green  burlap  curtain 
nine  feet  high  and  forty-five  feet  long  was 
stretched  across  the  gymnasium  on  wires, 
making  a  small  auditorium  thirty  by  forty- 
five  feet  excluding  the  balcony.  All  the  over- 
head lights  were  turned  off    except    the    two 


directly  over  the  enclosed  area,  and  a  small 
platform  was  built  under  the  windows  oppo- 
site the  balcony.  This  smaller  auditorium 
had  the  advantage  of  appearing  less  barren 
and  more  informal  and  intimate  without  sac- 
rificing the  acoustic  properties  and  comfort 
which  have  made  the  gymnasium  more  satis- 
factory than  the  living  room  of  Commons.

pine  trees  from  the  nursery  back  of  Perkins 
to  form  a  screen  between  the  turnpike  and 
the  athletic  field.  Several  dozen  trees  have 
already  been  moved,  and  since  weather  con- 
ditions have  been  favorable,  there  is  an  excel- 
lent chance  that  the  trees  will  flourish.  Even 
now,  when  the  trees  are  only  about  three  feet 
high,  they  make  a  notable  improvement  in  the 
appearance  of  that  end  of  the  campus. 

Later  Mr.  Kirk  plans  to  set  out  more  trees 
in  other  parts  of  the  campus. 

Dr.  Charles  S.  Ingham,  Mr.  Eames'  pre- 
decessor as  Headmaster,  has  ordered  a  thou- 
sand small  pines  delivered  to  the  school  for 
planting  on  the  hill  south  of  the  school  build- 


ings. There  are  already  many  thousand  trees 
growing  there  which  were  set  out  under  Dr. 
Ingham's  direction,  and  the  nursery  from 
which  Mr.  Kirk  and  his  squad  are  now  trans- 
planting three- foot  trees  was  also  set  out  at 
his  direction. 

In  the  letter  announcing  his  gift,  Dr.  Ing- 
ham said: 

"While  'only  God  can  make  a  tree'  any  boy 
can  plant  one.  And  it  is  good  fun  to  plant 
and  mark  a  tree  and  watch  it  grow.  When  a 
boy  comes  back  after  being  away  for  ten  years 
he  gets  a  real  thrill  out  of  visiting  his  tree 
and  marking  its  growth.  So  maybe  some  of 
the  boys  will  like  to  help  with  the  planting."
